killer. What you and I need to do, 
and must do, is to use our printers' 
ink so vigorously and so wisely and 
so constantly as to influence aright 
that pesky part of our constituency 
that even yet insists upon "working" 
this "Road to the RuralSchool" with 
the one-horse plow and the long- 
handled shovel. We've literally got 
to persuade them and cajole them 
and even bluff them into yielding the 
management of this job to qualified 
engineers and experts. And 
got to induce them to accept the 
t ruth that when these experts ge 
through and their plans are finall' 
and fully executed, thes-: one-horse 
plow fellows will find running by 
their very doors a pleasant and beau- 
tiful and perfect highway to the 
"Rural School" and to his own best 
future good and prosperity. Per- 
haps we may persuade him that bv 
working at his own home job and 
paying a little tax now and then to 
help this good thing aiong. 
property will all abut upon this 
splendid "good road"' and perhaps 
will be, by that good time, so en- 
hanced in value that he may ride in 
his own automobile to the County 
Seat and take his family to every 
circus that comes to town. It's go- 
ing to take some ingenuity to do all 
this persuading, but it's up to us, and 
we can't hope to get over this road 
ourselves without taking the other 
fellow along with us. Here, to my 
mind, better than anywhere else, 
and with better and more tangible 
results, the reputed "power of the 
press" can be wielded for the^eu- 



other thing of so great importance 
to this and future generations of 
Kentuckians. We know what pub- 
licity means. County Hoards of Kd- 
ucation need it, and this is bringing 
the thing right down to your own 
fie id. under your very nose, where 
you can work and do good. Not the 

will do nothing progressive, but Un- 
enlightened and helpfnl variety of 
publicity. Hut. whatever happens, 
let your people know what is doing 
and the best that might be done. 
Impress upon them a broad, progres- 
sive view, and a liberal, intelligent 
interpretation of the present law of 
our "Common Schools" and our free 
"County High Schools." 

1 do not wish to enter into many 
details, but there are two things J 
would like especially to enlist your 
interest in ihat an- practical and 
close at home. One is the extension 
of the county high school idea until 
all the children can get into such a 
school. The other is the elimination 
of all short-term district schools in 
so-called "pauper districts'" by ex- 
tension oi the terms to the fuil six

School." This latter object can be 
attained by supplementing teachers 
salaries out of the county school 
levy, and is easily arranged, though 
no doubt it has been overlooked in 
many parts of the State. 

The extension ot tne county High 
Schools to the point of real ser 
tothebnlkof the children end 
to those privileges in any county is 
more difficult. Manifestly only 
small proportion of the children of 
any county can attend a one-only 
County High School located at the 
County Seat. To do so they i 
spend money for transportation 
for board and other expenses, arid 
must be away from home and c 
tlieir own resources at an age wfie 
thev need the safe guards of hon 
and the guidance of parents. -Man 
who are able to pay the necessai 
expense so required to put a child ii 
to a "free" high school, would add a 
little to it and send their children to 
some boarding school, where they 
would be mothered and fathered as 
well as taught their xbook lessons. 
And the other kind of children, 
those with poorer parents, must con- 
tent themselves with the county dis- 
trict school alone and be deprived 
of the higher advantages contem- 
plated for them under the law. I am 
happy to tell you that the County 
High School privileges can be spread 
out for the general benefit. It took 
two years to do it in my home coun- 
ty of Hopkins, but. beginning with 
the present school year, we have now 
four such institutions in HopkiDs, in- 
stead of the one our Couuty Hoard 
gave us two years ago, under the er- 
roneous belief that it could then es-

for years a school trustee at Earling- 
ton and now there are thirteen hun- 
dred pupil-children in my sub-dis- 
trict. We are operating under the 
Common School Law, but we have 
developed, through liberal locdl aid, 
two excellent nine-months graded 
schools, one for white children with 
eight teachers, and one for colored 
children with six teachers, each with 
good high school classes also, and 
each is splendid, modern school 
buildings with" the best equipment: 
the two plants representing a present 
value of more than 130,000, And so 
this illustrates the point, and these 
conditions at Earlington, where we 
are under the Common School Law. 

the ••Common School," support ed 
wholly by the general school fund, 
and the "Common School,'" whose 
support is liberally supple- 
mented by intelligent local aid. 
whether by local tax or by gifts, or 
by both. And this affords a vital ob- 
ject lesson that proves with ernphi- 
sis the necessity of local aid for our 
common schools. Hut for local aid 
we would have had these t.venty-odd 
years past only the five or six- 
months common school, crowded into 
cheap and unhealthy and inadequate 

Our "Rural Schools" must have 
consolidation and concentration, real 
buildings worthy of being the com- 
munity centers, and corps of real 
teachers: with transportation provid- 
ed for children to and from school. 
This cannot be without increased lo- 
cal taxation. The other alternative 
is to revert to the old plan of small, 
pauper districts, with few pupils, a 
low grade teacher and the kind of 
out-of-date buildings and outfit, from 
which our "Road" started many

Tt> Abolish Fiscal Court. 

Jefferson county Senators and Rep- 
resentatives caucused on a bill to 
abolish the Fiscal Court in Jefferson 
county and substitute a board *jjf 
three commissioners, elected by the 
people, over which the County Judge 
shall preside. 

The commissioners will take over 
control of roads and all public works, 
including the armory and jail, leav- 
ing to the magistrate's only the 
power of fixing taxes, which is con- 
ferred in the constitution. The com- 
missioners are to receive $2,560 a 
year. It has been estimated that 
their combined salaries will not 
exceed the annual compensation of 
the fiscal Court members. The com- 
missioners are to elect a county 
engineer at *5.000 a year. 



New Way To Select Jurors. 

The Louisville Bar Association has 
prepared a bill which will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature by Senator 
Hite Huffaker, of Louisville. It has 
to dV with the selection of iurymen 
on the three Common Pleas divisions 
of the Jefferson Circuit Court and 
moyides that instead of drawing 
eighteen jurors for each division, 
lot jurors shall be drawn for the 
three divisions, the first panel to 
serve in one division and the next 
two in the others, the three panels 
to sit in any of the Common Pleas 
divisions that may be in need of a 
jury. It is claimed by the promoters 
that this would prevent so many ci 
tinuances of cases in the Common 
Pleas courts and would give better 
satisfaction a'.l around. 

Another Prison Bill.

Sufferers From Hemophilia Rarely Get 
a Chance ta Live Long. 

There is no accident of practice 
more dreaded by the physician than 
to see a patient upon whom he has 
performed some trivial operation, 
snch as lancing a boil or removing 
adenoids, bleed and bleed and keep 
on bleeding, perhaps until he dies. 
All the usual remedies, such as 
pressure, cold and the application of 
styptics, and all the unusual ones, 
such as tying a ligature around the 
bleeding part or searing it with the 
notary, are tried and tried in vain. 

Fortunately, this accident hap- 
pens rarely and can happen at all 
only in the case of a new patient, 
with whose constitution the doctor 
is unfamiliar, but when it does hap- 
pen it seems worse and more ter- 
rible than death from any other 
cause following operation, for it is 
so unlooked for that it comes like a 
bolt from the blue. 

The constitutional slate to which 
this accident is due is known as 
hemophilia. Those subject to it are 
called '-bleeders." The disease is 
one of the blood solely. It consists 
in p reduced coagulability — that is, 
ihe clots which ordinarily close the 
open mouths of the minute blood 
vessels and stop the blood from 
oozing from a small wound do not 
form; consequently ihe blood con- 
tinues to escape. The globules of 
the blood and the coloring matter 
are usually as they arc in health, for. 
the trouble is purely a chemical one 
— a deficiency of lime salts, the 
presence of which is essential if 
clots are to be formed. 

In these cases it does not always 
require a surgeon to inflict a fatal 
wound. A blow on the nose, an ac- 
cidental cut or a mere pin scratch 
may open a sufficient number of 
tiny blood vessels to drain away the 
vital fluid. A man who knows him- 
self to be a bleeder does not dare 
to shave: he will suffer any pain 
from an aching tooth rather than 
allow it to be pulled, aud he is most 
careful not to let his hands or lips 
chap in winter, lest an accidental 
crack open the way to an uncon- 
trollable outpouring of blood. 

Why the blood is deficient in lime 
salts is not known. The condition 
is hereditary, and, oddly enough, al- 
though it a'ffects men and boys al- 
most exclusively, it is transmitted 
through the female line. Thus a 
man may be a bleeder; his children 
will escape, but the male children 
of his daughter will almost surely, 
one or all, suffer. 

Most bleeders die in infancy, but 

it a few live to boyhood and some 

en to adult life before meeting 
with the accident that leads to the 
fatal hemorrhage. Some few grow- 
out of the condition. 

Treatment consists in the daily 
dministration of lime salts, such 
;s the lactate of calcium, through 
long periods of time. Gelatin has 
also been used, apparently with ben- 
>fit. — Youth's Companion.
